COUNCIL PAYS OFF 
FIRST BOND ISSUE

LOWER FLOATING DEBT 



An experience unique in the 
history of Borough Council oc- 
curred Monday night, when the 
last payment was made on a set 
of bonds. This closes from the 
books the first bond issue ever 
put out by the borough. 

The issue was in the amount of 
$3000. and was put out in lSDi— ' 
less than two years after the bor- 
ough was established. The loan 
was for the construction of sew- 
ers. 

By means of sinking funds 
these 30-year bonds have been 
paid off at the rate of $500 over 
five years. The payment due De- 
cember 1 is the last. Many sub- 
sequent issues — all in larger 
amounts, are still running. 

Another pleasing indication of 
improvement in the financial con- 
dition of the borough was seen 
when it was announced that the 
floating debt on current finances 
had dropped to $9000. It was 
$3(i,500 after the last meeting, but 
heavy collections of taxes were 
turned in by Tax Collector E. P. 
Dbld. 

As a result of the reduction of 
the current loans, Narberth will 
enter the new year with her slate 
nearly clean, if not entirely so. It 
has been many years since the 
books have balanced, for despite 
increased taxes, income never 
quite caught up with outgo, the 
difference being nearly $50,000 at 
times. 

"It has been a long way 
through the wilderness," one of 
the Councilmen remarked at the 
meeting and regret was expressed 
that the late A. Perry Redifer, 
faithful watch dog of the treas- 
ury, was alive not to see the win- 
ning out of the policy he fostered 
in borough financing. 

It is not known at the present 
time whether or not the condition 
of the current debt will indicate 
a lower tax rate next year. The 
budget will be drafted at next 
month's meeting and presented 
for final approval in January, and 
all committee chairmen have an- 
nounced their intention of cutting 
expenses to the minimum next 
year. 

Another factor which will in- 
fluence the tax rate will be the as- 
sessments recorded in the trienni- 
al canvass by retiring assessor 
Frank A. O'Brien. The figures 
will be available next month. If 
Mr. O'Brien heeds the agitation 
for re-assessment of the business 
district, it is possible that the tax 
rate can go down, Councilmen 
state. 

Committee reports showed that 
J. Baird Caldwell had been re- 
fused a permit to put up a six-car 
garage in connection with an 
apartment , under construction on 
Essex avenue in a residence dis- 
trict. Permits to the number of 
10, totaling $15,000, were issued 
last month by George B. Suplee.

Once upon a time, when there 
were no tabloid head line writers 
to view with alarm the lengthy 
title of the association, the society 
had a vital purpose for existence. 
It still has a purpose, but it is a 
changed one. 

When horses provided the chief 
mode of transportation, annoying 
gentry stole these, thus causing 
grandfather to walk back from 
many a buggy ride. Instead of 
singing a song about their misfor- 
tunes, however, the old-timers got 
together and formed the Lower 
Merion Society for the Recovery 
of Stolen Horses and for the De- 
tection of Horse Thieves. So ef- 
ficiently did they function, all this 
is from an explanation by one of 
the society's members, that the 
automobile, which it was much 
less dangerous to steal, was in- 
vented. 

With the passing of time, and 
the growth of the automobile, the 
need for the society's horse thief 
catching activities decreased, but 
rather than disband the organiza- 
tion decided to gets itself another 
reason for existence.

FITLY OBSERVED 



Narberth Speakers Interest 
Large Group on 
Monday. 



Education for life, rather than 
accumulation of knowledge, was 
stressed at the opening meeting 
of Education Week in Narberth, 
on Monday evening, under the 
auspices of the Mothers' Council. 
An audience which taxed the ca- 
pacity of the school library dem- 
onstrated the community's inter- 
est in this subject. Mrs. R. G. 
Aungst, president of the Mothers' 
Council, presided. 

Reverend Robert E. Keighton, 
of the Baptist church, speaking on 
"Spiritual Education," pointed out 
that the object of education is not 
to produce a walking encyclope- 
dia of facts,, nor is its main pur- 
pose to teach a child how to do a 
particular thing. Its real object 
is to give him such an understand- 
ing of himself and the world 
around him that he will have a 
scale of values by which to meas- 
ure and guide himself. The ob- 
ject of religious education is the 
same. Religion does not consist 
in study of the Bible, nor in at- 
tending church or Sunday school. 
Its purpose is also to interpret life 
in terms of ideals so that we can 
get the most and the best out of 
life here and now. "Some people 
are so heavenly they are no earth- 
ly good," said Mr. Keighton. 
"Since general education and re- 
ligious education are the same in 
purpose, there can be no non-re- 
ligious education, and no non- 
educational religion."

HAS MANY FEATURES 



The first "counterless" telephone 
business office in this section of 
the country and, in fact, one of 
the first offices of this type in the 
United States, was opened by the 
Bell Telephone Company of Penn- 
sylvania on the corner of Ander- 
son avenue opposite the railroad 
station in Ardmore last Monday. 

Not only is the office layout 
across from the Ardmore Station 
the most modern that is known 
today, but the finishing of the in- 
terior and the exterior of the 
building and the details of the 
furnishings are in keeping with 
the/many improvements and fine 
residences that characterize this 
prosperous and influential subur- 
ban section. 

The. new telephone building is 
the headquarters of the Alain 
Line District, which incudes Ard- 
more, Berwyn, Bryn Mavvr, Cyn- 
wyd, Narberth, Malvern, Wayne, 
West Chester and surrounding 
towns. Telephone officials feel 
that Ardmore should have such a 
headquarters, both because of the 
large number of accounts in the 
Main Line District and also be- 
cause of the added convenience to 
telephone subscribers living in the 
section. 

George K. Erb, recently return- 
ed from the American Legion 
Convention in Paris, is the 
District Manager. His force will 
handle the signing of contracts for 
new service and equipment, 
questions in regard to accounts, 
directory listings and all matters 
of a business nature between the 
Telephone Company and tele- 
phone subscribers.

While comparatively simple in 
design, an effort was made to es- 
tablish an office here that would 
be a pleasing addition to the pro- 
gressive community and one that 
would be adequate to take care of 
the growing demands of the 
future. 

The office is finished in gray 
green panels with mahogany trim, 
and the desks and other office 
equipment are of mahogany. 
Throughout it is well lighted and 
well ventilated. The floor is 
covered with large block rubber 
tiles and the bank of telephone 
booths, conveniently located near 
the entrance, are floored with the 
same material. The District 
Manager's office, in the rear, has 
been built and decorated to con- 
form with the rest of the sur- 
roundings. 

Main Line subscribers will find 
many innovations in the conduct 
of the office. Instead of the 
formidable counter that stretches 
like a barrier across the front of 
most offices, the visitor will 
observe that the new office takes 
on more the appearance of a 
dignified reception room. Mem- 
bers of the public entering the 
office are greeted by a young 
woman and escorted to the desk of 
the person who handles the 
particular phase of. . telephone 
business in which they are in- 
terested. Here in their conversa- 
tions across the desks, they can 
transact their business with all 
the comfort and privacy of a 
private office. For the convenience 
of those who come to the office 
only to pay bills, the cashiers are 
located behind a small counter 
adjacent to the door, in order to 
render prompt and efficient serv- 
ice. 

An interesting and helpful in- 
novation in the office is an alcove 
in one corner for telephone 
directories. Here are filed direct- 
ories issued in all parts of the 
country for the convenience of 
telephone users making long dis- 
tance calls.

he said, parents and teachers, in 
every act and word in the pres- 
ence of their children, are training 
them religiously and spiritually. 

Mr. Keighton illustrated his re- 
marks with interesting stories of 
children he had known, whose re- 
ligious training had been both 
good and bad. 

W. Russell Green, Esq., repre- 
senting the American Legion, 
spoke on "Civic Education," de- 
fining education in the same 
terms as the preceding speaker, 
as equipment for life, rather than 
gaining of knowledge. The three 
goals of civic education, he said, 
were efficiency, democracy and 
character. Training for efficiency 
consists in teaching a child to do 
a job and do it well. Every indi- 
vidual should feel such pride in 
his work that he wanted to do it 
as well as it could be done, thus 
making himself a truly important 
part of the world in which he 
lives. Training for democracy is 
necessary to destroy intolerance. 
The best training for democracy 
would rid us of the distinction be- 
tween the leisure class who can- 
not work and the working class 
who cannot play. We must all 
learn to work at our play and play 
at our work. In this connection 
he praised athletic sports as train- 
ing camps for democracy. 

Above all else, said Mr. Green, 
civic education should produce 
character. The world needs men, 
in both public and private life, 
whose standard of conduct is 
above that of insatiable self-in- 
terest. 

Speaking on behalf of "Com- 
munity Education," Mrs. C. A. 
Farmer, president of the Wom- 
en's Community Club, again 
stressed the importance of an ed- 
ucation that drew out, rather than 
poured in knowledge. From the 
standpoint of the community, the 
school's task is to develop the 
mind and body of the child, cre- 
ate the spirit of sportsmanship 
and patriotism, and inculcate re- 
spect for religion. The communi- 
ty's task is to co-operate with the 
schools to these ends. It should 
create wholesome recreation in 
the home and outside. Through 
its town newspaper, its library 
and its club life, it can also help to 
cultivate respect for authority, re- 
spect for property and a spirit of 
tolerance.
